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Mounting Tension in Europe: 

Bush and Gorbachev set for Battle

Negotiations over the future of 
Europe broke down today in the 
Haugue. ThePresidentof theSoviet 
Union stated in a press release this 
morning that "A state of open con- 
flict now existed between Warsaw 
Pact and NATO countries." This 
will be the first test of the new dis- 
pute settling mechanism that now 
exists between the two principal 
alliances in the world. The agreed 
upon contests will be Hockey and 
Baseball. 

The situation in Europe started 
taking a turn for the worst last week 
when President Bush stated that **Ne- 
gotiations are stalled and a peaceful 
solution to the crisis over Europe 
seems nearly impossible." When 
negotiations were broken off late 
last night the negotiators refused 
comment but did not look very opti- 
mistic. The final indication came 
this morning when the principal 
adversary in this dispute choose their 
weapons. At that time both the 
Hockey commissioner and the 
commissioner of Baseball were 
promoted to the rank of General. 

The agreement worked out last 
summer in Hambourg, West Ger- 
many, commonly known as the 
Treaty of Hambourger, sets out a 
new dispute settling mechanism 
whereby the United States and the 
Soviet Union will each choose a 
contest, to be played soon after the 
commencement of hostilities, to 
determine a winner. This morning a 
stone faced President Gorbachev 
stated that the Soviets would be 
opting for Hockey while a state de- 
partment spokesman in Washington 
said that the Americans would opt 
for Baseball As of yet the venue 
anddates for these impending battles 
have not been announced. 

Both sides have been actively 
recruiting players for the past few 
weeks. Soviet officials have been 
seen in Nicaragua and Cuba to rally 
those Nations to participate in the 
upcoming conflict and have been 
actively recruiting their top baseball 
players. American officials have 
been here in Canada to ensure that 
we honour our commitment to the 
western alliance. Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney did state in a news 
conference that all treaty obligations 
will be met regardless of the prior 
commitments of our Hockey play- 
ers. When asked if he would lake 
players away from their NHL teams 
during the playoffs, he responded, 
*The needs of the nation are para- 
mount in these times." A reporter 
from the Hockey News then chal- 
lenged him about how he was going 
to fulfil these needs if players were 
unwilling to participate voluntarily. 
Mulroney replied by saying "Con- 
scription if necessary , but not neces- 
sarily conscription." 

One thing that we know for cer- 
tain right now is that the first batdes 
will be over the conux)l of the new 
unified Germany. As well, the mili- 
tary is now expected to provide 
crowd control and fan support at all 
of the upcoming contests.
